"PIDGIN," A NEW DIALECT. 
•»Uf«* Talk «f the Fhlll»pt*e» * 


The soldier talk, or "pidgin." in use in 


the Philippines most be classed by itself, 
as it is neither English nor Spanish nor a 
mere mixture of the two. In some cases 
a nucleus wan furnished by veterans who 
had served in the southwest and knew a 
little Spanish, but this was of little serv- 
ice in the interior, where the natives do 
not speak Spanish. 
Probably the first thing that soldiers 


Baked the natives for was water. Their 
Bed Cross handbooks told them to say 
"agna." and agua did very well around 
Manila. Bat as the lines extended into 
the provinces we had to learn other 
words, and in Pampanga we said "tn- 
teg" while in Pangasian we say "dtt- 
»um.** 
A new word ia taking root, and in the 
«rarse of time win prevail—"wate" or 
"watty.** After water food was of next 
Importance, and for lack of other words 
the Chinese-English "chow-chow" reigns 
aopreme. From the same language conies 
the universal word for washing, "washee- 
wasbee." 
Our English "got" serves to express aB 


applications of to have and to be. Thus, 
"got San Fernando" means to be in San 
Fernando, and "no got Espanola" means 
"I do not understand Spanish." 
"Matrimony.** being very similar in 


Spanish, serves for all phases of the mar 
Hal condition. Thns the state of nuir- 
• riage, the husband or wife, tbe wedding, 
are all eipressed by "matrimony" as a 
noun, and the act of marrying by the 
•ame word as a verb. Conversation along 
~this line, however, so far as soldiers are 
concerned, is more theoretical than prac- 
tical. 
Two remarkable words of the vernac- 


ular are "npshecomes" and "jawbone. 
The first of these was adopted by natives 
from, hearing the cry of the chnck-a-Inck 
man, "AH down? "Up Eh* comes," and is 
the generic and universal name of every 
kind of gambling. "Jawbone™ also origi- 
nated in gambling or betting -without 
money, but has e«ended until it is used 
by every one for every kind of credit or 
debt. And the amenities of a "jawbone" 
business are very nicely conducted be- 
tween paydays. 


The average soldier can order an exten- 
rfve dinner at a restaurant by using three 
or four languages. Thns he asks for 
"habny" (pig, Pangasian) or "mannfc" 
(chicken): but if his desire extends to beef 
or egg» he resorts to Spanish. 
These are the staples. If he should re- 


quire anything else, he would probably 
have to draw a picture of it. "When he 
has finished, he asks, "Qnanto vale?" 
and pays so many pesos, pesetas or eenta- 
TOS. The last mentioned coin is copper 
or iron and in this province is called 
"sakkle balug." 


"Boomboom" is a word commonly 


heard in this language and ia applied to 
every appurtenance of battle—riSes, can- 
non, cartridges, pistols—or to battle it- 
self, although "combate" is more com- 
monly used for the last- Combate also 
means a fight, personal, or even a qnar- 
Tel. "Manuk combate" is a chicken ficbt. 
Tamoose" is probably more used than 


any other word. It means to go or to 
come, and. transitively, to bring, take, 
remove, steal or carry. Thus a conversa- 
tion between a soldier and a native might 
run thus:

STAMPS AFFIXED BY MACHINE 


French Coverame-at Will Have Slot 


Device* la All 1'o.toMc**. 


As a result of the persistent objec- 


tions of persons to licking postage 
stamps tbe French minister of posts. 
telephones and telegraph instructed the 
engineers attached to bis department 
to design a slot stamping machine. 
Two types are now beiag experimented 
with. In one. after the coin is insert- 
ed. tbe machine wets and affixes the 
stamp automatically if the letter is 
properly placed. 


Tlie other weighs the letter, shows 


the amount of postage required, and 
upon the insertion of the price tbe 
stamp is printed directly from inked 
plates- Both machines arc spsedy ant! 
reliable. Every French postoifice will 
be provided with several as soon as 
they can be manufactured. 


Conldnt Skat Oat Tnnlcec*. 


One of the ways in which Germany 


has been seeking to shut out American 
goods from her markets is by refusing 
advertisements of things in the United 
States. Frank H. Mason, the Ameri- 
can consul gvneral in Berlin, reports 
to tbe state department that for the 
last six years rJUe German trade papers 
have refined to publish advertisements 
of American bicycles and setvinjj ma- 
chines. The tariff did not sbut ont the 
American bicycles, so the German man- 
ufacturers got together and declared 
that they would patronize no paper de- 
voted to the bicycle trade which took 
advertisements of American trhfeeis 
Several German manufacturers of bi 
cycles are also manufacturers of sew- 
ing luac-UIues. and they decided to in- 
clude those in the boycott list. At first 
there was considerable damage done to 
the American trade, but after awhile 
the Yankee traders flooded Germany 
with gorgeous posters and "taking'" cir- 
culars and no\v are in a position to i;r- 
nore the German trade papers, -which 
Uiey do.

in Canada for American boots and 
shoes than is being taken advantage of 
by tbe manufacturers of tbe United 
States.

Ma- 
haffy. General Greene said, with two 
others of the recently dismissed cadets. 
Cleveland and Linton. had called to see 
him and had told him that they did 
not want to go home, bnt did want to 
go to work at something if it were pos- 
sible to get employment.

ordination to discipline and regula- 
tions, and he particularly commended 
Linton. The response from Secretary 
Root was equally favorable- So when 
Mahaffy. Cleveland and Linton called 
on General Greene the next day to get 
their answer they were told that they 
could have employment with tbe Na- 
tional Asphalt company, of which Gen- 
eral Greeue is president.

General Greene are not so confident of 
the success of this move as are tbe 
other two. Colonel Mills told Mahaffy 
that none of them need hope for any 
yielding whatever on his part from the 
position lie had taken, and this un- 
doubtedly had its effect in i.-.duencmg j 
the three to go looking for employ- 
ment- 


It is impossible to exaggerate the im- 


portance all the officers of U.e post at 
West Point attach to tbe government 
sustaining in every particular the ac- 
tion of the West Point authorities in 
this matter. Of course the cificers are 
not talking to be quoted on ibis point, 
but it may be stated as a fact that the 
sentiment among them is unanimous.! 
General Merritt, wbo was ir.terviewed j 
at West Point, said that if :here werej 
any interference with the punishment j 
inflicted it would put matters hack to 
a worse condition than they bad ever 
been before. 


—The action that has been taken." he 


said, "was precisely the proper action, 
and the only danger is that there may 
be some modification of it.

It means more to eradi- 
cate hazing than anything that has _ 
been done In years. Tbe attitude the |; 
cadets had assumed here witb their •. 
•agreements* and their "understanding' j' 
witb their superiors was preposterous, j 
I think the class organizations havej; 
a good deal to do with It. The class or- i. 
ganizations. with their claw cheers and |; 
other nonsense, are something new • 
since my time. I understand that the 
class presidents issue orders for the 
government of the classes, and 1 even 
have been Informed that on one occa- 
•ion the first (senior) class issued such 
an order for the government of the en- 
tire corps. In other words, the cadets 
•It Vo judgment on the orders of their 


cause—hazing. Hazing has been at the 
root of all tbe evils In connection witb 
tbe discipline of the academy since 
those evils began. It was hushed np 
in times gone by. Latterly it has been 
dragged to the light. 


As an instance of bow the hazing 


was hushed up In the past, one case 
may be~£ited. 
During the time, not 


very long ago. of a former superin- 
tendent of the academy, tbe surgeon 
ctune in haste one night to the com- 
mandant of cadets and told him that a 
cadet had just been brought to tbe hos- 
pital from tbe summer camp in a state 
of complete collapse, that his tempera- 
ture was 105 and that be, the surgeon, 
feared he was going to di& Tbe cadet's 
condition, the surgeon explained, was 
tbe result of the horribly barbarous 
Uazing to which he had been subjected- 
Tbe commandant went to tbe hospital 
ant- qoesl-ioned tbe cadet In his semi- 
hysterical weakened condition the ca- 
det ilhl what he never would have done 
bad he had full possession of bis facul- 
ties—be told wbo bad hazed him. 
There were three of these brates, and 
the cadet named them all. Tbe eoaa- 
mandmit rejiorted tbe names to the su- 
perintendent of the academj. and not 
one of the Uazers was so much as repri- 
manded. The rinsleader among them 
is now an officer in tbe army. 
The 


caiiet did not die. but for a time his 
life bung on a thread.

The first and last words of Gaetano 


Bresci, the assassin of King Humbert, 
•who committed suicide the other day.
